THE CITIZENS MEETING. 

Monday Night to Arrange for the 
Kentucky River Convention. 

The citizens are showing a com- 
mendable Interest in the Kentucky 
River Convention which has been 
called to meet here next Wednesday. 
Monday night, despite the inclement 
weather, there was a good attend- 
ance of the citizens at the court 
house to make the necessary prelimi- 
nary arrangements for the conven- 
tion, and the enthusiasm displayed 
was an indication of the earnestness 
with which this important matter has 
been Beized upon. 

Mr. Charles Exnni called the meet- 
ing to order and Judge Lysander 
Hord, who has for years devoted him 
self- to the interests of this river, was 
made chairman and Mr. M. P. Gray 
the secretary. Before entering upon 
the work in hand, Judge Hord ad- 
dressed the meeting on the purposes 
for which it had been called and the 
object and scope of the convention 
fixed for next Wednesday. He said 
that if the people along this river 
and in this city could only be made 
to realize the great wealth of coal, 
iron, clays, timbers and building 
stones that were locked up awaiting 
the opening of the river by the im- 
provement of the navigation, they 
would not hesitate to make the jour- 
ney to Washington City in wagons, 
on horseback or foot, to urge the 
passage of a sufficient appropriation 
for the speedy completion of the 
work undertaken by the General 
Government, even as the California 
pioneers in 1849, in the midst of 
dangers, made their way across the 
trackless west in search of gold.

! In 1880, Kentucky having expended 
more than one million dollars in the 
construction of five locks and dams, 
following the precedent of West Vir- 
ginia in the case of the Kanawha and 
Pennsylvania of the Monongahela. 
ceded to the United States without 
price these improvements and the 
river, to the end that the General 
Government might complete the sys- 
tem of slack-water navigation to the 
Three Forks and give free nav gatlon 
through its whole course. Since that 
period Congress has from time to 
time made appropriations sufficient 
to repair the original locks and datm 
so as to give free navigation through- 
out the entire year for the distance 
of about one hundred miles, to place 
under contract a sixth lock and dam, 
and to build an experimental dam at 
the Tree Forks, which has, after one 
year's trial, proven practically a fail- 
ure. The object for which we seek 
your co operation is to prevail upon 
Congress to change its policy of 
small annual appropriations, under 
which the completion of the system 
will be indefinitely postponed, and to 
make suoh provision as will enable 
the remaining distance of one hun- 
dred and sixty-one miles to be made 
navigable at the earliest practicable 
date, it being equally as feasible to 
place all the remaining locks and 
dams under contract at one time as 
to construct them by piece meal. We 
shall not weary you by a detailed ex- 
hibit of the great quantity and supe 
rior quality of coal which will thus 
become accessible to the inhabitants 
not only of the State contiguous to 
its waters and of the cities to which 
we especially appeal for aid in this 
endeavor, but also to the Mississippi 
valley south of its 'mouth These 
details will be found officially set 
forth in the reports of the Kentucky 
Geological Survey, in which these 
coals have been thoroughly described 
and analyzed. Suffice it to sav that 
they will bear us out in the assertion 
that, as a source of supply, this river 
offers a field as extensive as either 
the Kanawha or the Monongahela, 
and entitles it to equal consideration 
as the object of Congressional appro- 
priation. For not only does it present 
an area of bltumious coal oqual in 
quantity and quality to the fields of 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia, but

JOHN W. PAYNE, 

After a Lingering Illness, Died at 
Noon Yesterday. 

Death has claimed a valuable citi- 
zen and good man has gone to his 
reward. An announcement about 
noon yesterday that Mr. John W. 
Payne had passed away was after- 
wards verified and communicated to 
his friends, who, despite the hopeless 
condition of the deceased and the 
expectancy for several days past that 
his death would occur at any time, 
received the sad intelligence as a 
painful blow. Mr. Payne's health 
had been failing for a number of 
years past, but it was about two years 
ago that he became alarmed over his 
condition and earnestly turned his 
attention to his restoration. He 
sought the advice of the most emi- 
nent physicians here and in Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati and twice bore 
painful and dangerous operations by 
the surgeon's knife. For a while it 
was thought he might recover, but 
relapses set in and his long weaken- 
ed constitution at last fell under the 
strain and obliged him to go to bed a 
number of months back, from which 
he never rallied long enough to 
revive hope with his friends. 

In many particulars the deceased 
was a remarkable man. As a mere 
boy, by force of circumstances, he be- 
came the head of his family, consist 
ing of his mother, two sisters and 
two brothers, for whose support, be- 
sides his own, it became necessary 
that he should leave his home in this 
county and come to the city to find 
employment. He engaged to learn 
the trade of a printer at the Yeoman 
office, and no man impressed with 
a heavy responsibility resting upon 
him ever performed his work more 
faithfully or diligently in his efforts 
to master it and become an earner of 
sufficient wages to provide for those 
who were dependent upon him. 
While some would show careless- 
ness or waste their leisure time, and 
hard earned money in superfluities 
or in self indulgences, Mr. Payne 
would be found prompt and attentive 
to his duties, remaining long after 
hours in earnest efforts to improve 
his efficiency, and never failing to 
carry home to bis mother every 
last cent of his wages, which he knew 
was even then too small to answer 
the needs of a large and dependent 
family. The proprietors of the 
Yeoman observing his commendable 
qualities, soon promoted him to fore- 
man of the newspaper department, { 
which he held until 1875, when he 
was made assistant proof-reader, a 
position requiring a man of consider- 
able ability and experience, which 
marks the rapid growth of the coun- 
try lad in the school of his trade 
from which he was deriving his edu- 
cation. 

About this time the close applies, 
tion to his employment impaired his 
health, and he went into the insur- 
ance business with his brother, 
George L Payne. 

In 1877 he was elected city treas- 
urer, and served two years, and two 
years ago made the race for city 
council from the first ward, was 
elected, but resigned after serving a 
year, on account of ill health. He 
also made the race for county elerk 
against the present clerk, Mr. N. B. j 
Smith, and was defeated for the nom- 
ination by a very close vote. 

Since the law was passed in 1884 ' 



establishing the State Board of Equal- 
ization, he has been elected a clerk 
of the board, and in the perform- 
ance of his duties evidenced an abil- 
ity in the difficult and laborious work 
of per centages and tables of figures, 
that invariably called forth the 
praise of his associates and the gen- 
tlemen constituting the board. For a 
number of years past, until a year 
ago, when his health was permanently 
impaired, and during the time; he 
was n Secretary of the State Board 
referred to, he was employed as the 
special collaborator of tables In the 
office of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, both under Prof. J. D. 
Pickett and Capt Ed Porter Thomp- 
son. 

In 1873 he married Miss Sallie Gres- 
ham, of Georgia, who with six chil- 
dren, Miss Georgia, Emma and 
Florence, Stoddard, Lydia and baby 
Sallie survive him. Miss Georgia is 
a teacher in the public school, a grad- 
uate of the high school and a young 
lady of splendid character and at- 
tainments. In 1874 Mr. Payne joined 
the Methodist Church, of this city, 
and has ever been an earnest worker 
in the cause of Christ, in whom 
he placed his most implicit 
faith as the savior of mankind. He 
was superintendent of the Sunday- 
school for years and a member of the 
official board of the Church. Besides 
his own family, his aged mother, two 
brothers, George L. and Charles G. 
Payne, of this city, and sister, Mrs. 
George Farmer, of the county, are 
left to mourn his loss. The deceased 
was a member of the Masonic order, 
a Past Master of Hiram Lodge, of 
this city, and while the members of the 
lodge will attend his funeral they 
will not assume the charge of the 
ceremony. The body will be buried 
from the Methodist Church this 
afternoon at three o'clock, Rev. 
H. G. Henderson preaching the 
sermon. 

The deceased was forty-five years 
of age, a man of warm, generous 
impulses, lofty character, and strong 
prejudices against what be con- 
ceived to be wrong in reason or prin- 
ciple, and a friend in his sympathy 
and advocacy of all who were 
struggling against the adversities 
and ills of this life. In his death the 
city has lost a good citizen, whose 
weight of example and moral char- 
acter will bear down in the scales 
many others who were more fortu- 
nate from a pecuniary point of view 
and made greater display of public 
spirit and enterprise.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 

The New Members Sworn in and 
Organize the Board. 

Seven of the nine new members of 
the City Council assembled at the 
council chamber Tuesday night and 
were duly sworn into office by the 
City Clerk, Chas. G. Payne. 

There was a large crowd of on- 
lookers Interested in the distribution 
of the official crumbs. The names of 
the seven members are: 

First Ward-O. C. Furr, Jacob Swi- 
gert. 

Second Ward Chas. L. Ellwanger, 
John E. Miles. 



Third Ward-B. C. Milam, H. H. 
Watson, R. K. McClure. 

Mr. John Brislan and Mr. George 
Reock failed to qualify as members 
of the board, the former by reason of 
an appointment as trustee of the jury 
fund, which makes him ineligible 
both offices, and the latter because 
he was not an owner of real estate, 
as the city charter requires 

Councilman Furr was made chair- 
man pro tem. and an election was 
then held to fill the vacancy in the 
board occasioned by the failure of 
Mr. Brislan to qualify. 

Mr. M. P. Gray was unanimously 
chosen, and his election received an 
applause from the body. 

The election of a member in the 
place of Mr. Reock was postponed. 

The election of a President was 
then declared in order, and Mr. C. C. 
Furr and Mr. Ben Milam were nomi- 
nated and on the first and second 
ballots each received four votes. Mr. 
Furr's name, by his request, was 
withdrawn and Capt. Milam was de- 
clared unanimously the President of 
the board. 

The race for the clerkship, the best 
office within the gift of the council, 
next came up. 

The candidates were Messrs. Chas. 
G. Payne. A. B. Hammond, Thos. L. 
Wiard and T. J. Todd. Mr. Todd 
won on the first ballot, the voting re- 
sulting: Todd 6, Payne 1, Wiard 2. 

The treasurer's race was a more ex- 
citing contest, three ballots being 
necessary to a choice. 

The candidates were Messrs. W. P. 
Hudson, sr., Frank W. Keys, A. H. 
McClure and Capt. Ed. Drane. The 
bollots stood: 

First ballot— Hudson 1, Keys 2, Mc- 
Clure 3, Drane 2. 

Second ballot -Hudson 0, Keys 3, 
McClure 3, Drane 2. 

Third ballat -Hudson 0, Keys 2, 
McClure 5, Drane 1. 

Mr. McClure was thereupon declar- 
ed the treasurer. 

The election of an assessor, clerk, 
bridge and work-house keeper was 
postponed. Mr. Watson introduced 
a resolution that the tax books re- 
main in the hands of the treasurer 
until February 3, and that the treas- 
urer be authorized to receive and re- 
ceipt for all taxes without penalty. 
It was adopted. 

Mr. Furr proposed for nomination 
the following police and fire com mis- 
sioners, who were acocepted by the 
oouncil : 

R. Smith, George A. Lewis, J. B. 
Hendrick, R. W. McRery, V. Berber- 
ich, D. W. Lindsey. J. L. Waggener, 
J. M. Todd and J. W. Milam. 

From this list the Mayor will select 
the board. Marshal B- B. JefTers was 
sworn into office and filed his bond, 
with A. G. Jeffers, John C. Noel and 
S. J. Salyers as security, which was 
approved. 

The council adjourned to meet next 
Tuesday night, when the President 
will have his Btanding committees 
and the Mayor his selection of the 
police and fire commissioners ready 
for announcement.
